The following letter from MiclMcl 
Davitt to the Irish World contains mnch 
information that is valnable at thia- par- 
ticular time. He writes from IA>i>don, 
furnishing fucts that should be made 
known to all citzens of the United States.

James Gazette— the tlirss leading London 
evening papers and loodcat advocates for 
the Anglo-American alliance movement. 

The Washington correspondent of the 
London Daily Chronicle ( who is the edi- 
tor of the Washington Post) is also keen- 
ly discouraged at the silence of the mes- 
sage upon the question of England's 
"aervfoes" to the lepnUic.

The Clayton-Balwer 
treaty must t)e adhered to. England is 
your "friend" when it costs her nothing, 
1>ut ilon't for a inonieiit ilreani that she is 
going to abate one iota of her cisims, 
even in liehalf of "the kinship" which 
she patro-tizingly professes. This, at 
laaat, is fht laagnage of the Globe, the 
organ of e military party. "Wa are 
told," says his paper in its issne of this 
afternoon, no doubt, that the Claytou* 
Bulwer treaty has l>econie practically 
obsolete, .mil m tlie present friendly rela- 
tions between tlreat Britain and the 
T.'uiteil States its obligations will lje 
allowed to lapse. We venture to say that 
those who argue la this way will find 
themselves mistaken. 80 far from hav- 
ing become obsolete, the treaty is really 
of more inijwrtance than ever, from the 
non 'American point of view, now that 
the United States are becoming a first- 
clats naval power.

What do yoB think of that kiving lan- 
guage from oor •'kindred" over here? 

Iiiia^'ine, for instance, any such words 
as these enicnating ffoni a Russian, Ger- 
man or I'rendi pajier speaking for the 
ruling classes of thess nations. What 
would be the reply of the pro-English 
nawspapars of New York to expressions 
aovnfrtendly and manadai;? We know 
what would be written -in any such in- 
stsnce by these papers, but it is safe to 
predict that these organs of transatlantic 
Anglo-Saxonisra will not resent, but will 
probably indorse or re-eclii/ tin' insolent 
pretentions of the London C.lobe. 

The Pall Mall Gazette is e<|iiany strong 
upon Great Britain's rights, equally sad 
over America's possible ingratitude, and 
no less emphatic in insisting upon a duel 
control of sny canal which Congress may 
ortler to t>e built across Nicarauga. Says 
the editor : "By the terms of the Clsy- 
ton-Bulwer treaty the two nations, Kng- 
Isud and the United States, stand on a 
precitely equal footing with respect to the 
control of the future canal. The fsct that 
they do so will offer them a ready-made 
opportunity of practically demonstratiiig 
the reality of their present aaanraneea of 
mutual friendship.

England wants her cxamplt to be fol-

on today in AMea, India and el se w h e r e 
under British rulers. She knows you 
can not under your constitution admit 
the Philippines to the family of the 
United States in any depeiuleiit capacity. 
She urges you therefore to violate the 
constitution in order to have you com- 
mitted to the formadon of such arbi- 
trary gdvammant in the Philipplnaa as 
Bngland exerdaes in India, whave over 
200,000,000 of so-called "British subJecU" 
hsve not a single vote allowed them in 
the rule of their country or a solitary 
voice in the expenditure of the taxes 
which they pay. She wants you to do 
this, not for your sske; but for hers. She 
even urges her own perfidloas cxam|>lc 
in Egypt, and adviaes yon to go back 
upon yonr dedarationi to the Cubans, to 
the Philippines and to ^ world by an- 
nexing these island* Inataad of fredng 
them and insoring tbair U\mtf KfA la- 
de]>endence. 

The Senste of the United SUtes will 
surely not respond to this siren invitation. 
To do so woidd|bt to bnak forever with 
those great prindplcs and traditions on 
whidi the republic has raised itself with- 
out aggression to the formost position 
among nations. Congress will, it is to \x 
hoped, take warning from the tone of the 
English press on the Nicaragua canal 
question, and will refuse to commit 
America to the policy of military despot- 
ism which the retention of the Philip^ 
pines will inevitaUy involve, at the 
request of a power which declares thst it 
must, in obedience to the terms of an 
obsolete treaty, be alloweil to exercise an 
equal control with the Unite<l States over 
an American waterway which is to be 
built by the .American people at home!

the will of an oppressed people, com- 
pelled to choose between liberty and 
slavery, anst be obeyed. " 

For the eaptnra of Montreal and other 
English atrooghOlds in Canada he re- 
ceived the tbsnks of Congress. All Can- 
ada, with the exception of Quebec, was 
now in p )ssessi()n of the Americans. By 
the skill. Hash and bravery of Richard 
Montgomery, the enemy was driven from 
every fort and stronghold, one by one, 
until they were pent up in their Isst 
solitary refuge— Qvd)ec. And against

Montgomeiy haaring of thla» ianncdi- 
ately put himadf at the head of only 
three hundred man and began his march. 
It was the latter part of Noveml)er, and 
winter, in that latituile, l;ad already set 
in, yet through the driving snow and 
over the frozen ground he led his little 
band, keeping alive their cowrage by 
cheering words and indting thwn to 
effort hy hia noUa axample. Demanding 
no toll to which he did not himself 
cheerfully submit, pointing to no dangci 
where he was not ready first to go, he 
kept his nmlisciplined and suffering 
troops about him with a firmness thst 
kindles both our sdmiration and our as- 
tonishment. He mast have known it 
was well nigh a bopdesB task opon which 
he had entered, and as his commanding 
form leads on bis column through the 
thickly driving snow there seems around 
him a pre-shadov\ in^ of liis doom. 

Thus, day after day, ilid he pursue his 
toilsome way, until at length th^ walls of 
Quebec rose before him. Here he found 
Arnold; and, combining their forces, un- 
! dertook to reduce the dty. Wbitarhad 
I now fairly come upon tbm— tha groand 
^ was covered with snow, and Montgomer y 
, was compelled to place hii> guns on 
blocks of ice. Not being heavy enough 
to make an impression on solid walls, 
I their fire was of little consequence. In 
the meantime the troops suffered terribly 
' from the frort aad ex p oa ar e. Tbthaav 
' ens were constantly darkened with snow, 
which piled up sround the Americsn 
camp in huge drifts. Through these the 
miserably clad troops would fouink-r, and 
I with benuml>e<l limbs and stiffened lin- 
gers place themselves in order of battle. 
I The diminished columns were mere 
^ black specks amid the anooth white maas 
that covered the earth. It was imposd- 
, ble to keep any troops long in the open 
fields, exp iae ed to snch biting cold, Aad 
Montgomery begsn to look anxiously 
about hini for some way of escape from 
the perils that every moment thickened 
sround his little army. To add to the 
' horrors of his podiion, the smsllpox 
^ broke ont In the csmp, and it increased 
so taat that despair bsjgan to acisc the 
troops, and It wat cvldeat that even the 
' power of Montgomery could not keep 
them together much longer. 

In this position of affairs he saw clearly 
that he must carry the city by a.s.sault, 
or abandon the design of taking it alto- 
' gether. Accordingly, a council of war 
Iwas called and the aiaanlt proposed. 
' Both men and oOeen ware In favor' of it, 
desperste as the ahemativa aeemad, and 
Montgomery resolved to divide the army 
into four columns snd mske sn attack on 
the cilv at four different jMHuts. 
I Two attacks against the up|>er town 
were the feints to distract attention while 
Montgomery aud Arnold should conduct 
the two real ones against the lower town 



commander and hig brave followers. Tbe 
tall and graceful form of Montgomery 
was seen gliding through the gloom, 
pressed ciose after by hi* resolute cohimn, 
and at length approached Cape Dia- 
mond, where he came upon the first 
barrier defended by cannon. Tbe enemy, 
sdzed with a suddeil panic, turned aad 
fied. 

Could the Ameridwh havt ianaadiately 
pressed forward ^tl|e apsanlt would 
doubtless have beetk successful. But 
Urge banks of snow fiUe<l uj) the path, 
I snd as they rounde<l tlic protiiontory of 
the cajM', tliey stu^ililed upon huge 
masses of ice thrown up by the river, 
which so obstructed their progress thst 
the Bnglish soldiers fad time to recover 
and rally agdn'beh|ad tbe barrier. Mont- 
gomery, with his orahands, lifted at the 
blocks of ice and di^ swsy the snow, 
cheering on his men is they one by one 
struggled through, tjiiitil at last they 
cleared them.selvcs aiul approached the 
battery, over which the gunners stood 
with lights. The met seemed a moment 
to hesiute, when IHtoatgomciy shouted 
forth: "Men, yon will not fear to fdlow 
where your genera)-hlds! Forward!" 

Whh bis sword wmring over his heed, 
he rushed forward upj to the mouths of 
the cannon, follow*^ ^ith a shout by his 
devoted soldiers. Tbf guns, charged with 
grape shot, opened it their very faces; 
and when the smokislifte<l there lay the 
lifeless form of Mid^r General Richard 
Montgomery, almaalHinder the wheels of 
the artillery, whitheir^is headlong cour- 
sge had carried hia. The column, no 
longer having a gallant leader at its head, 
broke and fled; and this part of the garri- 
son lieing relieved, bastene<1 to the sup- 
port of those pres8e4 by the other corps. 

The rest si the story is soon told. Ar- 
nold coatlnned the,, attack with much 
bravery until he wai*,|irounded and carried 
to the rear. Captdn' Daniel Morgan, an 
Irish-American, theflf assumed the com- 
mand, but after a most obstinate light on 
the raitijiarts and in the streets, and 
when his numbers hail dwindle<l away to 
a few men, he found himself surrounded 
by the enemy. | 

Gathering bis lenmining troops about 
him, he resolved to At his way through 
the enemy's ranks,*Dut, owing to over* 
whelming and incieasing numbers, he 
was com]>elled to surtendei . 

(General Montgomery's character is thus 
siinime<l up by HeS^ley in his biography: 
"Of chivalric courajfe and that magna- 
nimity of heart which ever wins the af- 
fections of a soldiei', he was beloved by 
his men snd honortd by his foes. His 
personal appearance was striking in the 
extreme. Superbly formed, handsome 
nd full of enthusia.MU and daring, he 
a perfect ttifidnien of a military 
'. Xot a st«S|^«aUie4 his character, 
his heart was true to every sentitneut 
irtue and the very seat of honor. He 
but :>!( years of age when he fell on 
this disastrous tiekl. Had he lived he 
would have stood firat among our mil- 
itary leaders, and first as a true patriot 
snd statesman. He fdled, not through 
lack of courage, or skill or p er se ve ra nee, 
but for wsnt of suffident force. He did 
all thst a brave man or noble officer could 
do, and fell in the effort His bright and 
promidng career suddenly closed in dark- 
ness, snd free<lom mourned another of 
her champions fallen."

The lecturer spoke first of the '98 
movement, whose centenary year is al- 
most ended. 

He continued: 

Irehind has been fashioned by Ood'a 
Providence through bright days of glory 
snd through dark vales of sorrow Into a 

vocation and a place in the history of 
mankind. Few nations have l)eeti called 
to a greater influence ni,<)ii the jH-ople 
among whom it has come into contact. 
Poor, downtrodden, despised and cslum- 
niated, for seven centuries she has never 
fdled to protest agdnat her oppr ea sow, 
never allowed her lova of country to 
diminish, never lost hope in ultimste 
freedom.

Her influence was not unlike that of | his ideal of liberty. He 
the Jews and the Greeks. The Jews lost ica theSnwn'and sinew 
the enjoyment of their nationality, but 
they became a world-wide influence. 
Tbey bote to the world tha idea of Mono- 
thdam,lathatimUtiMM«( a pnnr idea 
of Ood aad a nobler standard of life than 
the wortd knew. Tbe Greeks lost their 
fatherland to the Roinatis, but they gave 
through the Romans to the world an 
ideal influence in the pliilo.sophy which 
was scattered everywhere. This was the 
fine gold thread which was epun and 
wovan into all tbe Utantana of the 
world. 

Like Jew and Greek, tha Irish hsve 

been the bearers to the world of an idea 
in religion and in literature. The> have 
been in their exile, as in their native 
land, the stan<lard bearers of Roman 
Catholicism, tbe unflinching aaserten of 
the unity of the Church of Chriat. In 
education, they have boHM tha minajr 
of tha apiritad aad the Imaginative, 
which act aa the very aonl of poetry and 
give life to literature. The Irish merged 
into many nationalities, but never lost 
love for Ivriu. Their Ireland always re- 
mains and while hold has been lost of its 
nationality, hope has never been lost of 
regaining it. 

Mgr. Conaty, in discnadng the pacnlisr 
strength of the religions inflnenoe of the 
Irish, pointed to the complete manner in 
which Christisnity was accepted by the 
Irish, who found in it .satisfaction for all 
their religious ambitioiis. The spirit- 
uality of their character, under the influ- 
ence of Christianity, broadeneil at once 
into the highest moral Catholidsm. The 
aacetiamof thelrishin the Middle Agca 
manlfMad itadf in tha higbeat forma of 
virtue, chaadty, purity, detachment from 
esrth and devotion to religion. It was 
a peifecl ty|)e of Catholicism, unspotted 
by courts ami undimmc-<l by political 
greatness.

Mgr. Conaty quoted from Senator Hoar 
in bis address st the 2S0th anniversary of 
Worcester: " I!ut .see what the Irishman 
brings also as a dowry to this marriage 
which the centuries sre to weld.

There is a virility which is peculiarly iU 
own, a nvannca for boaw, i dmrodoa to 
dl that mcB hold daar, a boa hoaunie 
which ia as the adt of llfk— aad these 
characteristics the Irishman brings with 
him everywhere.

a nd moved and urged the court to 
dismiss all parties, restore all prop- 
erty and even refund all fees col- 
lected by court officials.

LABOR AND IflPB RIAUSM. 

When the issue of expansion and 
imperialism first came to the front 
it met with occasional sympathy and 
approval from labor organizations. 
But this has entirely changed, says 
a writer in the Pitt.shurg Post. 
Whenever labor now speaks on the 
■object, and it does so whenever 
occasion presents, there is no doubt 
what it means — that is, decided 
and unfaltering oppositioti to im^ 
perial acqtddtions. It haa not 
taken labor long to reach the con- 
dusion that the annexation of eight 
or ten millions of Malays means a 
flood of cheap labor that most in 
the nature of things come into com- 
petition with free labor. 

In New York City all the asso- 
ciated labor unions fraternizing with 
the Central Labor Union on .Christ- 
mas placed themselves on record in 
opposition to imperialism and ex- 
pansion. The vote was unanimous. 
As against the policy of an alliance 
with Great Britain .so much talked 
of the Central Labor Union indorsed 
"the^^eservation of the wise and 
time-attested policy of George 
Washington of avoiding all entang- 
ling alliances with European pow- 
ers." There is no reason to question 
the fact that labor organiiations 
throughout the Union hold to the 
view of the New York organization. 
This is an immense popular power, 
dready organized and informed, 
that the imperialists must count-on 
facing.

I should like to know on wliat 
ground Mr. White made this statement 
to Mr. Redmond. I never held any com- 
munication with Mr. White in reference 
to his proposal.

Tenants lA-ague. The circular incloses 
resolutions adopted November 12, and 
confirmed at Birr, November 23. The 
object of the association is sUtad 
in the drcnlar to be the reins tat eme n t of 
e>-icted tenants at an early date by 
purchase, if possible, under the land 
acts, and to sustain them and protect 
their interests until this is effected. It 
is pro]x>scd to renew the fight against 
land-grabbing, and to form con)piittees 
on every eatate where teaaota hate been 
evicted. 

At the meeting of the Limerick corpo- 
ration, the 1 tayor presiding, Mr. John 
Clune, propose<l the following re.solution: j 
"That the denial to Irish Catholics of an ' 
university in which they might give, 
their sons the sdvantage of higher edu- 1 
cation under conditions as fair to their

The condition and neglect of the roads 
of West Meath formed the subject of ilis- 
cussion at the Baronial Sessions at Mul- 
lingar, Lord Greville presiding. Mr. T. 
M. Reddy said he noticed that there was 
an enomons inereaae ia the county cess 
and no cor r e sp onding benefit to the 
roads, which were in a disgraceful condi- 
tion.

Ward meetings were held on Wednesday 
snd Thursday nighta by the supporters 
of the workers' candidate, at which Mr.
